1,000 rebels firing from a semi-circle. 
Bullets flew over the bridge and drop- 
icd into the streets of Bchobie, France. 


Six-Hour Battle

after the rebels, reinforced, compelled 
the ovcrnmcnt militiamen to retreat 
following six hours of bloody fighting 
around a street barricade.

one by one, the attackers, led by units 
of ferocious Moors, charged, sacrificing 
countless men in their efforts to clear 
out the suburb and open the way into 
Irun where 60 Fascist hostages were 
reported to have been shot in a cem- 
etery.

Homework, these clays, is not merely 


the addition of extra labors under the 
school child. Educators consider this 
part of a child's education in relation 
to its mental hygiene. 


The ideal condition would be one in 


^ which the child received all its book 


learning and did all its studying in 
school..and spent its time at home in 
collateral reading, play, exercise, mus- 
' ic, and the joys of home life. 


Most teachers, however, consider 


homework an essential part of educa- 
tion. They feet that it encourages the 
habits of private study, individual ef- 
fort, and originality, which are not 
likely to be encouraged in school. 


Many high schools and prepartory, 


schools today provide for activities at 
the end of the school day which help 
prepare the boy or girl for a social life. 
Clubs devoted to drama, debating, 
music, literature, or science have their 
meetings after School hours and at- 
tract the interest of most pupils. 
1 
There are .instances, however, in 


which 'homework may be responsible 
for physical and mental difficulties; 
in these cases certainly 'it should be 


„ regulated by the parents or the teach-: 


ers. 


Occasionally a boy or girl who is 


found to be listless is discovered to be 
over-Working at home under pressure 


,iTlrPm parents who are anxious to see 
'£?-th€tYchild attain scholastic honors be- 
'yond its ability. 


Children who work under pressure 


of this kind may collapse mentally or 
physically as a result of the worry and 
strain of their existence. 


Such-, boys and girls usually do not 


Sleep enough at night. Parents should 
realize the limitations of their chil- 
dren, and not drive them beyond their 
capabilities. 


The student who crams at home for 


an examination seldom acquire know- 
ledge that is of permanent value. Suit- 
able study of the boy or girl. With re- 
lationship to these problems. Will yield 
a proper course of conduct/ 


Since the schools "now include es- 


thetic and athletic training, it is hard- 
ly'necessary to provide for these par- 
ticularly outside of school hours. Un^ 
der such circumstances, homework 
may be desirable, rather than excess 
athletic activity after the school period. 


Many parents like to have their chil- 


dren spend the time after the school 
day with dramatic and dancing classes. 
If these tend to detract too greatly to 
carry on its work, they should be cur- 
tailed. 


Teachers are inclined to believe that 


girls are much more likely to over- 
work than are boys. At the same 
time, because of the constitution and 
nature of the girl, the effects on her 
temperament and 'on her nevovis sys- 
tem are much more likely td be Severe. 


• For this reason,' parents should see 
that their daughters, especially, are 
not overburdened with homework.

Thej; are 'not to 
blame.,of course, because our ponder- 
ous-school programs permit of no ex- 
tra 'crowding. Time enters into the 
teacher's day, more than most people 
dream, and if she does anything not 
allowed for in the curriculum, those 
'minutes must be taken from some oth- 
er work, which will suffer.

Parents Can Aid ' 


However, we can't expect the schools 


" to do everything. And, in their turn, 
parents are busy also, and feel that 
they cannot contribute outside help to- 
\yard those matters for which there is 
no -time in school. But there is one 
place, and one time, when it is possible 
to introduce lessons unsuspected by 
the child and that is meal time. It is 
also the interlude when families get 
together. 


Ricldlesiare always fun, but they are 


more than that. They accelerate the 
mind and make the ridclle-guessers 
delve into corners of reason not usual- 
ly exercised. So I suggest the riddle. 


But this is not all. Father can save 


up stories of light places that certain 
individuals have been in. And after 
telling his tale, saving the answer, he

Sub- 
jects should depend on the general age 
of the children. Then let each child 
make a quick speech about the subject 
chosen. The practice, if continued for 
any length of time, helps to increase 
observation and influences children to 
fix in mind the things they see or read 
about. Talking about given subjects 
helps 
to co-ordinate speech with 


thought, too. 


Rapid number tests arc excellent, 


also. Short cuts in computing are in- 
vented. For instance. 25 times any- 
thing. What is that- Twenty-five times 
twelve? Take a fourth of twelve and 
add two naughts. Quick as lightning! 


Question and answer books are in- 


valuable. But too much time must 
not be allowed for answers.

NEW YORK—(IP)—Little

MVen Spain like a bit of jlg-snw puz- 
».le, Is in a most dangerous and uncom- 
fortable position—possibly that rcpre» 
Renting the fuse in the international 
bomb which has been threatening to 
explode in the white hent of the Spnn-- 
ish revolt. 


The Maintenance of hei- neutrality, 


In the face of events which already 
have resulted in several clashes nt 
arms between Portuguese and Spanish 
government troops on the inhospitable 
frontier, is difficult. 
And 
Europe 


agrees that the intervention of any 
nation would set off nn explosion. 


Further, Portugal's coastline makes 


her art Idefll clenHng-liouse for war 
supplies for the contending 
forces. 


Other notions In considering a gen- 
eral neutrality pact have insisted she 
not ohly promise to keep hands off but 
to prevent the passage of war equip- 
ment through her territory. 


His Word Lnw 


To speak of the Portuguese govern- 


ment is to refer to one man—Dictator 
Dr. Antonio de Oliveira Snla7xir. This 
46-year-old, pensaJit-bortt professor of 
economics, is the law—in other words 
the fuse in the bomb. 


His decisions are made the more dif- 


ficult because Portugal probably does 
not Want Victory to come to the rad- 
ical Spanish govfcrnment, which is sup- 
ported by communists nnd anarchists. 


His foreign policies normally would 


follow closely those of Grout Britain. 
The two nations are bound together 
by tho oldest of all European alliances, 
dating from 1654. Portugnl 
for the 


most part has pursued the lead of 
England through the centuries, and it 
was that alliance which brought Por- 
tugal into the World war on the side of 
her friend. 


Attends Mass Dully 


Britain may not want the Spanish 


government to succeed either, but she 
recognizes the danger of intervention 
and has urged all nations to adopt a 
hands-off attitude. Her advice to her 
tiny comrade is not to become in- 
volved in the desperate conflict across 
the border. 


Dr. Oliveira Salazar never steps in- 


to his office in the morning before at- 
tending mass in a simple Catholic 
chapel. 


In this respect ho shows a similarity 


to the man whose advice he may seek 
in the present crisis—Premier Stanley 
Baldwin, of Britain. Mr. Baldwin once 
told this writer: "I believe it is im- 
possible for any person to go through 
lite bearing great responsibility and 
not break under it, unless there is Di- 
Vine .guidance." 


A Lone Wolf 


Oliveira Salazar has a strong will 


nnd an unlimited capacity for work. 
He often labors 20 Iiours a day. He is 
a lone wolf with few friends—a mys- 
tery man who prefers solitude as he 
attacks his task. 


Despite his long hours the dictator 


takes only two light meals a day, and 
he touches no alcohol. He lives in a 
modest flat on the outskirts of Lisbon. 
An aged housekeeper, as mysterious as 
her master, attends to 
his simple 


wants. She rarely speaks to anyone, 
but concentrates on keeping the apart- 
ment neat and preparing the doctor's 
frugal fare. 


As a boy Oliveira Salazar was not 


robust. His peasant father, 
finding 


him incapable of guiding a plow, sent 
him to a Jesuit semihary. While his 
sisters—he had no brothers—did men's 
work on the paternal farm, Antonio 
amassed knowledge. He had a flare 
for mathematics, philisophy and eco- 
nomics—and he had ambition. 


Little Known to People 


The Jesuit rector saw the youth's 


girls Mid sent him to Colmbrft, Portu- 
gal's Ancient university. He wnS Rrnd- 
ufeteti in philosophy and 
economics

The project calls for a huge steam 


shovel trench around much of the 
area.

William Berry, New Straitsville bus- 


iness leader, says if the fire is halted 
it will restore the- area as an important 
coal producing point, 


The fire has caused cave-ins and 


created natural chimneys. Water seep- 
ing into flame-filled shafts generates 
steam and huge holes are blown into 
the hilly ground. 


Shooting up through the chimneys, 


the flames often tower many feet in- 
to the air. They cause grass fires and 
hundreds of persons are called out to 
halt the spread of fire above the 
ground. 


Conflicting legends are told con- 


cerning the fire's cause. Some say 
an explosion of "bug dust," or common 
slack, set it off. 


D. J. Lewis of New Lexington, who 


has studied the fire's history, relates 
a version that the fire resulted from 
the great Hocking Vnlley mine strike 
of 1884 and was set by miners who be- 
lieved one of the companies planned 
to import workers. 


None, however, has been able to es- 


timate exactly the damage the fire 
has caused.

WASHINGTON — (;P) — The over- 


whelming primary victories of Senator 
Pnt Harrison in Mississippi and Sen- 
ator Jimmy Byrnes In South Carolina 
were not dismissed lightly In Washing- 
ton by those hunting for indications of 
drifts in political sentiment. 


Both senators were ardent, wheel- 


horse style New Deal supporters. In 
South Carolina Byrnes had two an- 
ti-New Deal opponents but his vote 
was 221,000 against the 32,500 aggregate 
of both the others. 


In Mississippi, Senator Harrison's 


record was largely the issue. But this 
New Deal supporter, in nearly com- 
plete returns, won 127,700 votes to 64,- 
600 for former Governor Scnnctt Con- 
ner and 2,455 for a third candidate. 
This came in the face of alarm stories 
that Harrison was about counted out. 


Primary Real Show 


It must be remembered that in such 


deep southern states as Mississippi and 
South Carolina the primary is really 
the election and offers the voters al- 
most their only opportunity to voice 
opposition 
against 
any 
incumbent, 


Democratic administration. The vast 
majority of these voters could hnrdly 


think of jjolng so far Iri voicing their 
opposition as to vote Republican in 
November, 


There have been many predictions of 


a rise In the south agnln.it Roosevoltlan 
dombcracy, Senator Qlnss nnd Byrd of 
Virginia, being cited as samples, al- 
though both have declared for Mr, 
Roosevelt. Not enough anti'New Deal 
sentiment developed in South Caro- 
lina to justify the fears Byrnes reput- 
edly hold several months ago that he 
was in for n hard fight. 


The Mississippi situation is less 


marked. It can be recalled, however 
that President Roosevelt recently sum- 
moned Harrison to the White House, 
and announced then that no new taxes 
would be necessary next year. 


The gesture was widely interpreted 


as an effort to support Harrison against 
the attack of his colleague, Senator 
Bilbo, who was supporting Conner. It 
would have been looked upon by many 
as a stinging rebuff to the administra- 
tion if Harrison had been defeated, He
